YOUR  EDITOR  HAS  DONE  A  FAIR  AMOUNT  OF  TRAVELING 
LATELY. 

This  means  I  gel  to  enjoy  one  of'  my  favorite  pastimes:  browsing  the  magazine  racks  at  airport 
newsstands.  Most  airports  don’t  have  much  to  recommend  them,  in  my  opinion,  but  they  do  offer 
fuel  for  two  of  my  favorite  addictions:  chocolate  and  magazines.  Getting  to  enjoy  either  chocolate 
or  a  new  magazine  is  lovely,  but  leafing  through  a  newly  purchased  periodical  while  indulging  in  a 
piece  of  gourmet  chocolate  ...  well,  that  brightens  up  even  the  grimiest,  most  crowded  terminal 

While  I  like  to  think  I  have  fairly  sophisticated  taste  in  chocolate  (dark  chocolate-cove  red  truffles 
or  sea-salt  caramels,  if  you’re  keeping  track),  I’m  regrettably  lowbrow  when  it  comes  to  periodicals. 
I’d  like  to  be  able  to  say  that  I  gravitate  to  Smithsonian  or  The  Economist ,  but  that  would  he  a  he. 
I’m  tar  more  likely  to  covet  the  latest  issue  of  Real  Simple  or  Bon  Appettt.  And  while  I  seldom  buy 
them,  1  am  tickled  by  the  sheer  variety  of  niche  publications.  My  current  favorite  is  Veranda,  If 
any  of  you,  dear  readers,  are  privy  to  statistics  about  how  many  North  American  homes  actually 
have  verandas,  I’d  be  very  interested  in  hearing  from  you.  I  could  comprehend  the  relevance  of 
Brick  Patio  or  Screened  Porch  magazine,  but  Veranda?  I’m  at  a  loss. 

Of  course,  I  also  enjoy  alumni  publications,  whether  from  colleges  and  universities  or  fraternities 
and  sororities.  Since  those  magazines  aren’t  available  on  newsstands,  I’m  fortunate  that  many  of 
them  arrive  in  my  work  in-box.  And  I’m  not  the  only  fan  of  alumni  magazines.  A  recent  survey  by 
the  Council  for  Advancement  and  Support  of  Education  (CASE)  showed  several  age-related  splits 
among  readers,  but  there  was  general  support  across  all  age  groups  for  retaining  alumni  magazines 
in  printed  form.  Not  surprisingly,  younger  readers  were  interested  in  blends  of  print  and  online 
publications. 

Data  from  the  CASE  study  also  showed  that  a  whopping  88  percent  of  their  readers  either  agreed 
or  strongly  agreed  that  alumni  magazines  strengthen  their  “personal  connection”  to  their  institu¬ 
tions.  Part  of  the  reason  for  this  devotion  may  be  that  alumnae  publications  are  perceived  to  be 
credible;  according  to  the  survey,  64  percent  of  readers  judged  them  to  be  either  consistently 
accurate  and  objective  or  generally  accurate  and  objective.  In  general,  CASE  concluded  that  quali¬ 
ty  alumni  magazines  result  in  a  range  of  positive  results  for  their  publishers,  including  fund-raising, 
member/student  recruitment,  and  volunteering. 

For  me,  as  editor  of  the  Theta  magazine,  the  goal  is  connecting.  With  this  magazine,  we  aim  to 
update,  educate,  and  entertain  readers  about  the  Fraternity  and  its  college  and  alumnae  chapters 
and  to  serve  as  an  enduring  link  between  the  international  Fraternity  and  its  members. 

There  are  a  number  of  features  in  this  issue  that  we  hope  will  reinforce  your  connections  to  one 
another  and  to  Theta.  Please  turn  to:

ASHLEY  CRAY,  BM/NEVADA 

My  name  is  Ashley  Gray,  and  I  had  a  CASA.  By 
the  time  I  was  six  years  old,  1  had  grown  accustomed 
to  the  foster  care  system,  i  had  been  diagnosed  with 
fetal  alcohol  effect  and  failure  to  thrive.  Both  of  these 
can  be  attributed  to  my  upbringing  as  an  infant  and 
toddler  I  had  been  exposed  to  alcohol,  drugs,  abuse, 
and  neglect. 

When  I  was  three  years  old,  my  case  was  given 
to  the  state.  This  is  when  the  state  assigned  me  a 
Court  Appointed  Special  Advocate  (CASA)  to  monitor 
my  health  and  social  behavior.  My  CASA  volunteer 
showed  the  court  that  I  was  thriving  in  my  new  foster 
care  home  and  being  showered  with  love  and  support. 
My  CASA  volunteer  gave  me  the  opportunity  to  leave 
an  abusive  environment  and  enter  a  loving  home. 

After  I  was  adopted  into  the  Cray  family,  I  inher¬ 
ited  a  mother,  father,  and  slightly  older  brother.  For 
as  long  as  I  can  remember,  family  friends  would  say  to 
my  new  brother,  “IVe  known  you  since  you  were  this 
big,”  and  signal  that  they’d  known  him  since  birth. 

I  was  secretly  jealous  tha  t  no  one  ever  looked  at  me 
and  said  the  same.  It  was  quite  obvious  that  no  one 
had  known  me  since  birth. 

It  wasn’t  until  I  attended  an  Adoption  Run  with 
my  family  that  I  realized  what  an  impact  CASA  had 
on  my  life,  I  walked  into  registration  with  my  mom 
and  was  overwhelmed  by  people  I  didn’t  know,  but 
who  knew  me.  We  approached  a  table  with  a  CASA 
staffer,  and  I  heard,  “Ashley,  IVe  known  you  since 
you  were  this  big.”  She’d  known  me  since  I  was  a 
baby!  They  had  all  known  me  since  I  was  a  baby. 

It  was  then  that  I  truly  understood  that  everything 
could  be  attributed  to  niv  CASA  volunteer:  my  new 
name,  my  new  home,  my  new  family,  and  my  new 
opportunities.  I  never  realized  that  a  volunteer  could 
make  such  a  big  impact  until  I  met  several  who  had 
watched  me  enter  the  foster  care  system  as  a  dirty, 
underweight,  shy  little  girl  and  then  recognized  me  12 
years  later. 

So  I  began  my  own  volunteering  journey.  After 
high  school,  I  jumped  at  the  opportunity  to  join  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta,  become  the  philanthropy  chairman,  and 
put  my  heart  and  soul  into  planning  events  for  CASA. 
After  college,  I  was  asked  to  join  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  for  the  Washoe  County  CASA  Program,  in  which 
I  actively  participated  for  three  years. 

All  the  opportunities  I  have  been  given  are  the 
direct  result  of  my  CASA  volunteer.  During  the  time 
she  was  in  my  life,  she  was  my  one  constant  when 
everything  else  remained  uncertain.  She  was  someone 
to  remember  my  birthday  and  remember  that  I  was 
only  an  innocent  three-year-old  child  with  a  bright 
future  if  placed  in  the  right  hands.  She  was  the  one 
person  who  believed  she  could  make  a  difference  in 
my  life.  She  is  the  reason  I  was  able  to  join  a  soror¬ 
ity,  obtain  my  master’s  degree  at  age  24,  and  become 
a  successful  young  professional.  My  CASA  volunteer 
gave  me  a  name  and — more  importantly — she  gave 
me  hope. 

I  am  Ashley  Cray.  I  am  a  Theta. 

I  am  for  the  child. 

Theta’s  love  is  truly  for  a  lifetime. 

DR.  NANCY  LUSK  ZIMPHER,  Ar/OHIO  STATE 

What  an  exciting  moment  in  the  history  of  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta!  Here  we  have  a  large  room  full  of  frater¬ 
nity  chapter  CEOs,  not  only  leading  and  supporting 
your  Theta  sisters,  but  serving  as  a  role  model  for 
young  women  everywhere. 

By  the  look  of  us,  you  would  think  women  leaders 
are  dominating  the  workforce.  But  the  truth  is,  we  still 


have  a  long  way  to  go.  Less  than  20  percent  of  our 
Congressional  members  are  women.  Just  one  of  every 
five  governors  is  a  woman.  Approximately  14  percent 
of  executive  leadership  positions  and  16  percent  of 
hoard  seats  at  Fortune  500  companies  are  occupied 
by  women.  And  less  than  a  quarter  of  university  presi¬ 
dents  nationwide  arc  women.  While  we  did  see  a  jump 
in  these  figures  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  our  per¬ 
centages  have  stagnated  in  recent  years. 

The  bottom  line?  We  need  more  women — women 
like  Thetas — filling  our  nation’s  highest  elected 
offices,  running  our  public  and  private  organizations; 
heading  up  our  Fortune  500  companies  and  innova¬ 
tive  small  businesses;  and  overseeing  our  greatest, 
most  impactful  colleges  and  universities. 

The  path  to  leadership  is  often  unpredictable.  But 
I  am  a  firm  believer- — and  living  proof — that  if  you 
were  meant  to  lead  and  you  want  to  lead,  you  will. 

I  was  the  first  woman  dean  of  the  College  of 
Education  at  The  Ohio  State  University;  first  women 
executive  dean  at  GSU;  first  woman  chancellor  of 
the  University  of  Wisconsin-Milwaukee;  first  woman 
president  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati;  and  the  first 
woman  chancellor  of  SUNY — the  largest  public  system 
of  higher  education  in  the  country. 

This  summary  of  “firsts”  seems  to  be  the  way  I  am 
often  introduced  to  a  group  as  a  keynote  speaker.  I 
recall  one  such  event  where  1  was  being  shadowed  by 
an  accomplished  male  student  at  a  university  where 
I  was  serving  as  president.  He  posed  a  rather  surpris¬ 
ing  question:  “Don’t  you  get  tired  of  being  introduced 
as  ‘the  first  woman  anything’?”  I  had  to  really  think 
about  his  question  because  he  obviously  heard  some¬ 
thing  hi  that  intro  that  1  hadn’t  considered.  I  even 
surprised  myself  in  my  response  and  the  fundamen¬ 
tal  truth  it  represents.  Here’s  what  I  said:  “When  it 
doesn’t  need  to  he  said  anymore,  it  won’t!” 

You  could  he  that  first  woman  leader,  too,  and  you 
could  become  a  leader  lor  the  rest  of  your  life.  If  so, 
you’ll  need  what  1  call  a  theory  of  leadership.  Over  the 
years,  I  have  managed  to  boil  my  own  theory  down  to 
five  major  points. 

(1)  First,  vision  trumps  everything,  and  it  is  abso¬ 
lutely  crucial  to  articulate  a  vision  that  is  derived  at 
the  hands  of  many.  A  successful  leader  works  with  all 
constituencies  to  identify  what  the  future  should  hold 
for  that  institution  and  then  (2)  builds  the  conven¬ 
ing  table,  where  all  parties  commit  to  the  vision  and 
decide  how  it  will  he  achieved.  (3)  Next,  the  group 
authenticates  the  vision  into  action  and  ensures 
accountability  by  making  public  promises  and  map¬ 
ping  their  progress.  In  Step  (4),  we  focus  on  the  poek- 
etbook,  demonstrating  a  return  on  investment  as  our 
vision  is  carried  out  and  showing  that  investing  in  the 
vision  is  more  affordable  than  the  alternatives.  (5) 
Finally,  we  tell  our  story. 

Rounding  out  my  theory  of  leadership  is  this  final 
point.  As  the  head  of  the  institution,  a  leader  must  be 
a  persistent,  consistent,  and  tireless  advocate  for  the 
vision,  willing  to  speak  publicly  and  with  stakeholder 
groups  and  potential  Investors  at  every  opportunity  in 
support  of  the  vision. 

You  have  begun  to  travel  up  the  leadership  ladder. 
Your  sisterhood  is  giving  you  the  vision  and  skills  to 
carry  leadership  responsibilities  beyond  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta.  My  hope  is  that  you  will  embrace  opportunities 
to  lead  and  that  you  will  carry  with  you  a  personal 
theory  of  leadership  that  will  he  your  guide  going 
forward.  0

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THROUGH  THE  YEARS 


WHAT  DID  YOU 
DO  ON  SUMMER 
VACATION?

Back  in  the  summer  of  1918,  20  recent  Theta 
graduates  representing  13  chapters  spent  the  summer 
at  the  Vassar  Training  Camp  for  Nurses,  This  inten¬ 
sive  training  program  was  a  response  by  the  United 
States  Red  Cross,  the  Council  for  National  Defense, 
and  Vassar  itself  to  fill  the  need  for  nurses  due  to 
World  War  I,  as  well  as  raise  the  level  of  nursing  edu¬ 
cation  by  attracting  college -educated  women. 

The  camp,  which  began  on  June  24  and  ended  on 
September  14,  provided  an  intensive  but  well-rounded 
program.  Students  attended  labs  and  lectures  six 
days  a  week,  with  their  wake-up  call  at  5:50  am  and 
lights  out  at  10:30  pm.  Classes  ranged  from  chemistry 
and  pharmacology  to  history  and  public  health.  Dr. 
Margaret  Floy  Washburn,  Iota/Cornell,  who  was  head 
of  Vassar's  psychology  department  at  the  time,  was 
one  of  the  few  female  faculty  members  of  the  train¬ 
ing  camp.  Students  did  make  time  to  have  some  fun. 
They  created  basketball,  baseball,  swimming,  and 
tennis  teams,  competing  among  themselves  and  with 
other  young  women  in  the  area. 

Upon  admittance  to  the  program,  the  students  had 
had  to  establish  the  equivalent  of  a  two-year  intern¬ 
ship  with  a  participating  hospital  to  be  completed 
after  the  training  camp.  Out  of  the  435  women  who 
enrolled,  419  completed  the  camp  and  almost  200 
became  registered  nurses.  By  the  1920s,  all  those  who 
had  received  their  RN  were  in  leadership  roles  in  hos¬ 
pitals,  university-based  nursing  schools,  or  in  public 
health- related  organizations. 

Fourteen  of  the  20  participating  Thetas  went  on  to 
earn  their  RN  certification,  and  two  of  those  women 
became  physicians.  The  Theta  magazine  reported  that 
the  Thetas  were  the  largest  Greek  group  represented 
and  even  found  time  for  a  joint  picnic  supper  on  their 
July  4  half-holiday.

ELEANOR  BLAKEY  BLACKMAR,  k/KANSAS, 

earned  her  RN  at  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  in  New  York. 

RUTH  WHITHED  BUDGE,  A1  [/NORTH 
DAKOTA,  did  not  continue  her  training  when  World 
War  I  ended. 

MARGARET  CARRINGTON,  AM/MISSOURI, 

earned  her  RN  through  Rochester  General  Hospital 
and  then  focused  on  public  health  and  nursing  edu¬ 
cation.  She  served  as  superintendent  of  nurses  at 
Columbia  University  and  became  an  instructor  at 
Yale  University's  School  of  Nursing.  She  wrote  for  the 
Theta  magazine  about  nursing  as  an  occupation  for 
college-educated  women . 

VIRGINIA  TOLBERT  FOWLER,  AO/ 
OKLAHOMA,  earned  her  RN  from  Brooklyn  Hospital 
and  then  received  one  of  ten  fellowships  to  study 
medical  social  work  at  Columbia  University.  She 
organized  the  medical  social  work  department  at  the 
University  of  Oklahoma  Hospital, 

EVELYN  MILES  KRASE,  A/ILLINOIS,  began  her 
training  hut  was  unable  to  finish  due  to  a  death  in  her 
family. 

MARY  MILLMAN,  I/TORONTO,  earned  her  RN 
through  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York.  She  returned 
to  Toronto,  became  assistant  professor  the  University 
of  Toronto's  School  of  Nursing,  and  was  very  active 


in  Canadian  nursing  and  public  health  professional 
associations. 

KATHERINE  RAWLES  NANGLE,  B/1NDIANA, 

received  her  RN  from  Barnes  Memorial  Hospital  in  St* 
Louis  and  later  served  at  Gin  ling  College  in  Nanking, 
China,  as  head  of  physical  education.  She  became 
active  with  the  League  of  Women  Voters  and  the  con- 
se  rva  t  ion  movem en  t . 

LYNNE  WOOTEN  PLATTER,  AO/TEXAS,  did 

not  complete  her  training,  but  later  earned  her  MA  in 
English  from  the  University  of  Texas  and  became  a 
teacher  in  Dallas. 

ELIZABETH  MILLER  RITSCHARD,  AB/ 
SWARTHMORE,  received  her  RN  from  Boston's 
Children's  Hospital.  She  was  in  charge  of  the  chil¬ 
dren's  wards  of  Philadelphia’s  Presbyterian  l lospital 
and  later  served  as  a  district  president  of  a  New  Jersey 
nurses  association. 

FRANCES  ROTHERT,  B/IN DIANA,  received 
her  RN  and  then  went  on  to  earn  her  MD.  She  served 
as  head  of  the  Maternal  and  Child  Health  Bureau 
of  Arkansas  until  her  retirement  in  1962,  when  she 
planned  to  work  with  Catholic  Relief  Services  in 
Guatemala  for  one  year.  She  remained  until  1979.  She 
received  the  Pro  Ecclesia  et  Pontifice  Medal  from  Pope 
John  Paul  II  for  her  work  with  the  charity. 

ETHEL  ROTTMAN,  A/DEPAUW,  continued 
her  training  at  Cincinnati  General  Hospital  and  then 
became  a  teacher  in  Idaho. 

AGNES  SMITH,  M/ ALLEGHENY,  received  her 
RN  from  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York.  She  served 
for  five  years  in  Rio  do  Janeiro  for  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation  on  public  health  issues. 

ALMA  SPEER,  AG/TEXAS,  received  her 
RN  from  Johns  Hopkins  and  her  MD  from  George 
Washington.  She  established  her  private  practice  in 
Washington,  DC;  during  World  War  IL  she  assisted  in 
securing  commissions  for  female  doctors  in  the  mili¬ 
tary. 

CHARLOTTE  WHEELER  STEPHENS, 

A/DEPAUW,  contracted  the  flu  during  the  1918  epi¬ 
demic  and  was  unable  to  complete  her  training. 

DOROTHY  WILKINSON,  Q/UC  BERKELEY, 

received  her  RX  from  Bellevue  Hospital.  She  served 
as  the  visiting  nurse  for  a  baby  hospital  in  Oakland, 
Calif.,  and  then  worked  with  the  agricultural  exten¬ 
sion  service  of  the  University  of  California* 

ELLEN  DUFFY  WISE,  AH/VANDERBILT,  did 

not  finish  her  training  but  volunteered  for  the  YMCA 
for  the  rest  of  World  War  I . 

DOROTHY  WORRELL,  AM/MISSOURI,  did  not 

immediately  complete  her  training  but  later  earned 
her  RN  from  the  University  of  California*  She  later 
became  assistant  director  of  the  nursing  school  at 
Washington  University-St.  Louis. 

NYDIA  ACKER  YOUNG,  BA/ARIZONA,  com¬ 
pleted  her  training  in  dietetics  at  Bellevue  Hospital. 
She  became  an  agricultural  extension  worker  in 
Arizona,  responsible  for  all  the  northern  counties  in 
the  state. 

CORNELIA  OGLE  ZAHN,  B/INDIANA,  was  not 

able  to  continue  nursing  training  as  she  was  caught 
up  in  the  1918  flu  epidemic.  She  eventually  became  a 
high  school  mathematics  teacher  in  Indiana* 

ESTHER  PHILIPS  ZEREGA,  AB/SWARTH- 
MOPE,  earned  her  RN  from  the  Boston  Children's 
Hospital.  She  later  was  in  charge  of  the  semi -private 
floor  at  Muhlenberg  Hospital  in  New  Jersey.

Many  Thetas  cite  living  in  a  chapter  facility,  sharing  their  college  years  with  their  sisters  under  a  common 
roof,  as  an  integral  part  of  forming  friendships  and  building  memories.  It  can  be  an  experience  that  cements  the 
bond  of  Theta  for  a  lifetime. 

Theta’s  housing  program  spans  108  facilities  across  the  U8  and  Canada.  In  2007,  the  increase  in  the  mini- 
her  of  housed  chapters  led  Grand  Council  to  establish  the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Fraternity  Housing  Corporation 
(FHC),  a  separate  corporation  to  hold  title  to  or  rent  Theta  properties  and  provide  professional  property  man¬ 
agement  services.  Below  is  a  snapshot  of  FIIC’s  progress  in  the  last  five  years,  as  well  as  some  impressive  facts 
about  Theta’s  housing  program.

Prior  to  Convention,  Robin  Jameson  MeGraw, 
Omicron/USC,  sent  warm  wishes  to  her  sisters  at 
Convention  and  wrote  about  Theta’s  commitment  to 
CASA.  “In  an  interview  with  the  Theta  magazine,  I 
once  said.  There  are  no  children  more  disadvantaged 
than  those  who  get  caught  up  in  the  foster  care  sys¬ 
tem.'  I  still  believe  this,  with  one  exception:  The  kids 
in  the  foster  care  system  who  have  a  CASA  volunteer 
have  a  huge  advantage!  Those  children  have  a  caring 
adult  matched  with  them  one-on-one;  an  adult  who  is 
trained  to  give  that  child  a  voice  and  who  will  lift  up 
that  child's  best  interests  in  court. 

“CASA  volunteers  are  just  as  passionate  as  my  Theta 
sisters  about  the  work  that  they  do*  The  stories  1  hear 
from  young  people  who  have  ‘aged  out  of  the  system' 
start  with  such  tragedy,  but  they  end  in  victories  for 
each  child  who  was  listened  to  and  who  made  his  or 
her  way  to  the  safety  of  a  forever  family. 

“That  is  why  1  am  so  grateful  to  each  and  every  Theta. 
Whether  my  Theta  sisters  are  still  in  college  or  uni- 
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versify,  or  whether  they  are  alumnae 
who,  like  me,  haven’t  been  students 
for  more  than  a  few  years,  the  energy 
these  women  pour  into  their  support 
of  CASA  makes  my  heart  soar*” 


The  Friendship  Fund  was  another 
beneficiary  of  Convention  attendees’ 
widest  influence  for  good*  A  raffle  ben¬ 
efiting  the  Fund  raised  more  than  £5,700 
to  help  Thetas  who  experience  extreme 
financial  hardship  due  to  serious  or  termi¬ 
nal  illness,  job  loss,  natural  disaster,  and 
other  devastating  occurrences.

REFRESHING  LOOKS  AT  LOVE,  FRIENDSHIP,  AND  FRESH  STARTS.

Reviews  for  Laura  Dave's  debut  novel,  London 
Is  The  Base  City  in  America,  were  the  stuff  of 
which  first- time  authors*  dreams  are  made:

“As 
I  watched  fireworks  one  night,  I  knew  that  this  place 
was  where  London  is  the  Best  City  in  America  was 
meant  to  start,”  she  recalls,  “Six  months  after  the 
water  incident,  I  was  able  to  get  most  of  the  first  draft 
off  the  computer's  hard  drive.  But,  by  then,  1  was  well 
into  the  re-write,  and  the  book's  prologue  was  the 
only  part  I  kept.” 

Dave's  tenacity  paid  off  with  a  string  of  successes. 
London  is  the  Best  City  In  America ,  recently  optioned 
by  actress  Reese  Witherspoon  and  Universal  Studios, 
is  on  its  way  to  the  big  screen.  Published  in  2008, 
Dave's  second  novel,  The  Divorce  Party,  was  optioned 
by  Universal  Studios  for  Echo  Films,  actress  Jennifer 
An  is  ton's  production  company.  And  USA  Today  her¬ 
alded  The  First  Husband,  published  in  May  2011,  as 
“playful,  unpredictable,  and  emotionally  resonant.” 

“Those  were  two  of  the  best  phone  calls  I  could  imag¬ 
ine,”  says  Dave  of  the  offers  from  Hollywood.  “But  I've 
learned  that  if  you  don't  take  your  successes  too  seri¬ 
ously,  you  won’t  take  your  failures  too  seriously,  either. 

“I  got  great  advice  in  college — worry  about  writing 
first,  and  publishing  later,”  she  adds.  “I've  always 
stuck  to  that.” 

IMAGINATION  AT  WORK 

A.  New  York  City  native  who  grew  up  in  Westchester 
County,  Dave  bonded  with  words  at  an  early  age. 

As  a  preschooler,  she  recalls  sharing  a  nightly  ritual 
with  her  father— together,  the  pair  would  read  Dave's 
favorite  books,  which  included  Curious  George,  the 
Frog  and  Toad  series,  and  the  Berenstain  Bears. 

“Books  have  always  been  my  favorite  tilings  in  the 
world,  and  I  still  love  holding  a  book,”  she  says.  “My 


parents  were  strict  about  how  money  was  spent, 
except  when  it  came  to  a  book  I  wanted  to  buy.” 

By  third  grade,  the  young  reader  was  a  budding 
writer.  “One  of  the  first  stories  I  wrote  was  titled 
'Runaway  Cruise,'  about  a  girl  whose  family  was  tak¬ 
ing  a  vacation  without  her,”  Dave  recalls.  “She  hid  in 
the  car  trunk  to  go  with  them,  but  got  kidnapped.  I 
also  wrote  a  series  of  stories  about  children  with  magi¬ 
cal  graces  that  could  change  the  world.” 

Early  reviews  were  kind — Dave's  third-grade  teacher 
was  very  enthusiastic  and  encouraged  her  to  keep 
writing.  Dave  took  the  coaxing  to  heart  and  by  age  13 
felt  she  was  poised  for  her  big  break. 

“I  wrote  a  lot  of  letters  to  writers,  and  many  of  them 
responded  in  very  sweet  and  generous  ways,”  she 
says.  Among  the  most  memorable  was  a  query  to 
Pulitzer  Prize-winning  columnist  and  best-selling 
author  Anna  Quindlen.  “I  asked  her  for  a  job,  and  she 
replied  that  although  she'd  like  to  offer  me  a  position, 
she  couldn't  hire  anyone  under  age  sixteen,”  Dave 
recalls,  laughing.  “But  she  told  me  to  keep  writing.” 

Dave's  path  led  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
where  she  earned  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  English. 
Prior  to  graduate  school,  she  hold  numerous  jobs, 
including  writing  and  editing  online  copy  for  a  New 
York  City  Internet  company. 

Bracketing  every  step  was  her  passion  for  fiction 
writing.  As  a  graduate  student,  Dave  received  sev¬ 
eral  awards,  including  the  Association  of  Writers  and 
Writing  Programs  Intro  Award  in  Short  Fiction.  And 
ev  en  as  she  crafted  her  first  novel,  Dave  also  worked 
steadily  as  a  journalist,  with  articles  and  essays  pub¬ 
lished  in  The  New  York  Times ,  Self.  Redbook,  and 
ESPN  the  Magazine,  among  others. 

Her  byline  drew  attention,  and  networking  at  writers 
conferences  enhanced  Dave's  visibility.  That,  com¬ 
bined  with  tenacity,  commitment,  and  years  of  hard 
work,  culminated  with  “overnight  success”  for  London 
is  the  Best  City  In  America.  Dave  sent  the  book  to  an 
agent  on  a  Thursday,  and  by  Monday,  the  call  came: 
Her  novel  was  headed  for  publication. 

“3  was  at  one  of  my  many  jobs — a  public  relations 
firm- — -when  1  got  the  news,”  Dave  recalls,  “My  agent 
was  surprised  we  had  an  offer  so  fast,  and  she  was 
talking  so  quickly  that  1  needed  her  to  tell  me  again  so 
I  believed  it.  (My  agent)  was  thrilled,  and  I  simply  fell 
like  it  was  a  dream  coming  true.” 

BRINGING  NOVELS  TO  LIFE 

Dave  begins  every  book  with  questions,  and  through 
her  characters'  actions  and  decisions,  explores  the 
answers.  Curiosity  about  the  current  “divorce  party” 
fad — similar  to  a  wedding  shower,  except  partners 
receive  gifts  for  their  separate  lives — led  to  Dave's  sec¬ 
ond  novel  of  the  same  name. 

“1  was  interested  in  how  people  commit  over  the 
course  of  a  lifetime,  and  I  moved  from  there  to  think¬ 
ing  about  particular  characters,”  she  explains.  “I 
book-ended  the  experience  of  a  young  woman  just 
walking  in  to  her  marriage  with  that  of  her  future

Research  grounds  her  characters  and  their  settings. 
While  drafting  Divorce  Party ,  Dave  lived  for  a  time 
in  Montauk,  a  quiet  ocean  front  town  at  the  eastern¬ 
most  tip  of  Long  Island  and  “home”  to  fictional  Gwyn 
Huntington,  who  is  the  noveFs  mother-in-law.  She 
also  researched  the  Great  1938  Hurricane  that  tempo¬ 
rarily  turned  Montauk  into  an  island,  and  interviewed 
several  marriage  counselors. 

“1  don’t  outline  my  books  in  any  way,”  she  says,  “and 
even  as  I’m  writing  a  second  draft,  things  are  always 
changing.  My  writing  always  goes  best  when  my  char¬ 
acters  are  surprising  me, 

“1  try  to  create  well-rounded  characters — full  of  quali¬ 
ties  we  look  for  in  our  friends  and  also  full  of  flaws 
that  demand  understanding.  The  characters  may  start 
with  similarities  to  people  I  know,  hut  they  quickly 
become  their  own  entities,  surprising  me  and  exciting 
me  as  I  get  to  know  them,  f  love  it  when  I’m  deep  into 
a  story  and  a  character  teaches  me  something.” 

Although  her  characters  share  lessons  and  may  pull 
a  few  fast  ones,  Dave’s  work  routine  is  comparatively 
predictable.  She  writes  every  weekday  from  8  am 
to  1  pm,  with  second  evening  shifts  eis  she  delves 
deeper  into  a  draft.  “Mornings  are  critically  important 
for  me,”  Dave  says*  “1  like  to  start  writing  while  Y m 
sleepy  and  ‘wake  up’  with  the  book*” 

She  also  draws  energy  and  inspiration  by  writing  off¬ 
site*  preferring  favorite  cafes  within  walking  distance 
of  her  southern  California  home  to  a  “sterile”  office 
environment*  “I  love  writing  (in  the  company  of)  peo¬ 
ple  that  aren’t  writers,”  she  says,  “and  it’s  good  for  me 
to  be  out  in  the  world  while  I’m  working.” 

Book  clubs  arc  key  connectors,  and  one  of  Dave’s 
favorite  “jobs”  is  interacting  with  fellow  readers.  “I 
love  that  book  clubs  have  become  a  big  part  of  our 
culture,”  she  says,  “fve  spoken  to  more  than  100 
clubs  over  the  past  two  years,  and  I\i  like  to  do  even 
more.  They’re  akin  to  sororities — a  close  group  of 
like-minded  women,” 

Dave  is  also  a  fan  of  the  electronic  revolution,  both 


from  reading  and  publishing  perspectives*  “E-books 
are  invigorating  the  publishing  industry,”  she  says* 
“Because  books  are  only  a  click  away,  people  are  read¬ 
ing  in  much  more  open  ways — they’re  willing  to  take  a 
chance  on  something  they  might  not  otherwise  read. 

“The  evolution  of  books  and  publishing  is  a  lot  like 
the  evolution  of  the  music  industry.  There  will  always 
be  people  who  want  ‘real’  books,  just  like  there  will 
always  be  people  who  want  to  buy  the  entire  CD, 
rather  than  just  one  song,” 

PAYING  IT  FORWARD 

In  2008,  Cosmopolitan  Magazine  named  Dave  one  of 
the  year’s  “fun  and  fearless  phenoms”  and  described 
her  as  an  inspiration  to  young  women*  When  she 
reflects  on  such  accolades,  she’s  reminded  of  the 
many  writers  who  prompted  her  along  the  path  to 
success. 

“1  take  it  incredibly  seriously  when  anyone  reaches 
out  to  me  about  (his  or  her)  dreams  of  writing,”  says 
Dave,  who  replies  to  every  message  or  letter  she 
receives*  “When  someone  tells  me  that  one  of  my 
books  made  them  want  to  write,  or  to  take  a  chance,  J 
feel  I’ve  truly  succeeded*” 

Dave  also  measures  success  by  loyalty  to  friends, 
family,  and  her  original  group  of  readers- — including 
a  childhood  friend  who  .still  has  copies  of  everything 
she  wrote  from  her  grade  school  years.  Her  Theta  ties 
remain  strong  as  well. 

“1  have  good  friends  from  the  sorority  and  remember 
being  inspired  by  my  sorority  sisters  during  college,” 
Dave  says.  “As  a  freshman,  I  felt  in  awe  during  the 
interviews  of  all  the  different  things  the  seniors  had 
accomplished  at  Penn — and  what  they  were  planning 
on  after  graduation.  It  was  truly  inspiring  to  see  such 
strong  women  all  realizing  different  dreams.” 

In  addition  to  writing  and  reading,  success  also  means 
taking  time  for  the  “next  best”  things  in  life — cook¬ 
ing,  shopping  at  local  farmers  markets,  hiking,  and 
trips  along  the  California  coast.  About  every  seven 
weeks,  she  travels  to  New  York  City  to  visit  family  and

In  2003,  she  left  U \\Al  to  become  the  25th  presi¬ 
dent — the  first  female  president — of  the  University 
of  Cincinnati.  SheUvanted  to  focus  on  improving  the 
university's  academic  reputation  by  working  with 
faculty  and  staff  to  increase  admissions  standards 
and  research  funding.  During  her  tenure,  both  did 
increase,  as  did  enrollment,  by  9.5  percent;  retention 
and  graduation  rates  by  seven  percent  each;  and  cor¬ 
porate  investment  in  the  university  by  130  percent. 

As  a  university  administrator,  Dr.  Zimpher  had  long 
realized  the  need  for  students  to  be  better  prepared 
before  stepping  onto  a  college  campus.  While  in 
Cincinnati,  she  co-founded  Strive,  a  community  part¬ 


nership  which  brings  together  leaders  and  organiza¬ 
tions  with  an  investment  in  education  to  improve  the 
lives  of  children  in  their  communities  from  “cradle  to 
career.”  The  partnership  has  proven  so  successful  that 
it  has  been  replicated  in  other  major  cities  across  the 
US. 

In  2009,  after  six  years  at  Cincinnati,  she  was  selected 
from  a  candidate  pool  of  300  applicants  to  be  the  12th 
chancellor — and,  again,  the  first  female  chancellor — of 
SUNY,  With  64  campuses  and  nearly  465,000  stu¬ 
dents,  it  is  the  largest  comprehensive  system  of  public 
learning  in  the  US.  Zimpher  has  been  successful  in 
passing  the  systems  first  rational  tuition  policy,  which 
allows  students  and  families  to  plan  financially  by 
making  tuition  costs  known  up  front  over  a  five-year 
period.  She  has  also  launched  the  national  Cradle 
to  Career  Network,  based  on  Strive,  which  includes 
many  cities  in  New  York,  as  well  as  a  rural  network  in 
New  York’s  North  Country  region. 

Nancy  Zimpher  is  known  for  leaving  situations  better 
than  she  found  them.  She  is  known  for  setting  high 
standards  and  expecting  the  best  from  her  boards, 
faculty,  staff,  students,  and  communities.  But,  most 
importantly,  she  is  known  for  expecting  the  absolute 
most  out  of  herself.
